Washington, May 21 
—(UP) — 


High State Department officials Re- 
lieve today that Russia's propagan- 
da on "peace" negotiations i;- a 
good sign that it has no plans at 
the moment which might turn the 
"cold' war" into p. "hot" 
one. 


But that's about all the good ihasa 


officials see in the recent Soviet 
moves which have brought noth- 
ing but irritation and emoarrass- 
ment to the Truman administra- 
tion — at home and abroad. Kven 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt ha:; joined 
the

administration on this issue. 


Neither Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall nor his top advisers 
on Russia have ever thought that 
.Soviet Premier Josef Stalin would 
deliberately precipitate a shooting 
war. What they have feared was 
that Soviet policy might blunder 
into a situation which would result 
in a shooting war.

Prior to the initial exchange of 
views between Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister V. M. Molotov and U S 
Ambassador Walter Bedell Smith 
in which the Russians chose to in- 
terpret as 
a U. S. bid to make 


a deal — there was considerable 
fear here and in Europe that the 
i Russians were- planning 
another 


move to extend their sphere of in- 
fluence short of war. 


Norway, Denmark, Western Ger- 
many and Berlin, Korea, Iran, and 
of course, always the Middle En*:! 
were the points which worried of- 
ficials most. They feared

opinion in the West would not allow 
Governments to sit idly by whi!"

spots.

Sunday School Lesson for May 23

A reader has asked mn to write 


something about spiritual growth, 
or Christian growth. 


What can we do better than to 
turn to the great textbook of the 
Christian life, the New Testament, 
and see what it says? 


There are many' passages that 
bear upon growth and progress in 
the Christian life, but 
three. 1 
think, are outstanding. The Apos- 
tle Peter in -his Second Epistl". 
3-18, exhorts the 
Christian 
con- 
verts to "grow in the grace and 
knowledge of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ," and he had already 
urged them in his First Epistle", 
2:2, "as newborn babes" to "desire 
the sincere milk of me word," that 
they might grow thereby. 


The Apostle Paul, in P'hilippians 


1:9. makes the prayer for the dis- 
ciples 
that 
their 
love 
might 


"abound yet 
more and more "in 


knowledge, and in all judgment." 


Both Peter and Paul wrote for 


ordinary Christians in early Chris- 
tian churches, 
so that growth in 


the Christian life is not a privi- 
lege of the few, or of the particu- 
larly saintly. It is the privilege 
of all who profess and seek the 
Christian way. 


With this in mind I turn to the 
third outstanding passage, 
the 
words of Jesus Himself, in Jolin 15, 
where we have recorded the ad- 
dress to the disciples on the vinq 
and the branches. "I am the vine, 
ys arc the branches." This soli-

growth and fruitfulness. 


That 
passage 
in Peter 
about 
growth in 
grace 
is differently 
translated in the Authorised (King 
James) Version and in the Ameri- 
can Revised Version, with a pos- 
sible difference 
in meaning. 
In 
the Authorized Version the 
ex- 


hortation is to "grow in grace," 
while in the American Revised 
Version it is to grow in "the grace" 
of our Lord Himself —that is, to 
Lake one's self in larger meas- 
ure the redeeming love and power 
of God manifest in that grace by 
which we arc saved. "By grace 
are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of ourselves; it is the gift 
of 
God." 


There is 
a parallel 
of 
dual 


meaning in Paul's reference in II 
Corinthians 5:14 to the constrain- 
ing love of Christ as the supreme 
power of Christ-living. That may 
mean the love of the Christian for 
the Master, or, as I think Paul in- 
tends from what follows, the love 
of the Master Himself, dwelling in 
the soul of the believer. 


"Grace" is a word of rich and 


variously beautiful meanings. Pre- 
dominantly it is used as favor and 
pardoning love of God, but it has 
the meanings also of charm and 
winsomeness, .gladness, good will, 
and a thankful spirit. To grow in 
grace is to have one's 
character 
become ever stronger and 
more 


beautiful, enriched 
and enlarged 


into a closer image of Him, who in 
His earthly 
life manifested 
the 


fulness of the grace of God.

The Doctor 
Savs:

People may frequently wonder 
why a urine examination is always 
included in every thorough medical 
study of thc human body. The rea- 
son, of course, is that urine re- 
flects conditions which may be se- 
rious, either in the urinary pass- 
ageways or elsewhere in the body. 


•In acute nephritis, or Bright's 
disease, for example, the 
urine 
may contain blood and a protein 
which is known as albumin. By 
studying the nature and quantity of 
these substances during the course 
of the 
illness, the physician can 
get a very good idea as to the pro- 
gross of the disease. 


What is found in the urine is of 


tremendous importance in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of any.condi- 
tion which may involve the kidneys 
the bladder, or other portions of 
this excretion system. This inclu- 
des stones, bladder infections, can- 
cer, and other conditions which 
may attack that portion of the bo- 
dy. Blood, pus, cells and certain 
chemical compounds arc tested for, 
and the results are significant. 


May Indicate Diabetes 
In additon to the urinary tract 


itself, tho urine frequently shows 
signs of diseases such as diabetes. 
In diabetes, the pancreas 
gland 
fails to secrete a hormone which 
aids in the use of sugar. The result 
is that the sugar present in the 
blood passes through the kidneys 
and can be found in the urine. This- 
iiiiding of sugar in the urine is of- 
ten the first evidence of diabetes. 
When a patient with diabetes is 
under treatment, the urine should 
be free of sugar, and consequently 
this is one of the guides to the ade- 
quate treatment of the 
disease. 
In addition to these well-known 
and more-common diseases, the ur- 
ine may give evidence 
of other 


conditions, some of them rare. Ex- 
amination of thc urine is therefore 
a most important part of the phy- 
sician's over-all method of diag- 
nosing and observing thc course of 
many human diseases.

ANSWER: Heartburn is usually 


due to a slight regurgitation of the 
contents of the stomach.

Slates recognizing the new Jewisn 
state of Israel, while England with 
lolcls recognition as Arab troops 
(some of which are British trained 
and supported) move into the Holy 
Land for the attack. Why, in short, 
should the two powers appear to be 
taking opposite sides in the con- 
flict. 


Well, we are treading on delicate 


ground here. However, I think we 
are safe in saying that London and 
Washington aren't 
really working 


towards different ends. They just 
liave got their wires crossed in a 
most disconcerted manner, which 
is causing much heartburning 
in 
both capitals. 


Britain's main objective, as 
I 
see it, is to safeguard her interests 
in the Middle East. These include 
control of the strategic areas nec-
